vided between Shérman and Grant, but if 
the-federal officials are not allowed to run 
the convention, Grant will have a majority 
of the delegation; Colonel Keogh, secretary 
of the national committee, says that Grant 
will have three-fourths of the North 
Carolina: vote; Texas republicans write 
that their delegation will be instructed 
for Grant (president) and ex-Governor Da- 
vis of Texas (vice-president). The Massa- 
chusetts delegation is selected by congres- 
sional district conventions; and the con- 
gressmeti from that state say that at least 
one-half, and. perhaps two-thirds, of 
the delegation will be for Grant; ex-Con- 
gressman Kellogg of Gonnecticut, was here 
yesterday and peoaiores that Grant would 
‘legates from that state;

HOW GEORGIA STANDS, 
Atlanta Correspondence New York Times. 

It must not be understoud that the fol- 
lowers of General Grant in Georgia are an 
army without a leader, or without any one 
capable of being a leader. Probably the 
abiest republicans in the state are found in 
sympathy with them. Atmos T. Akerman, 
District-Attorney Henry P. Farrow, George 
S. Thomas, ene of the leading lawyers of 
Atlanta; R L. Mott, of Columbus, and 
many otliers might be named. These intel- 
ligent leaders of the Grant party will de- 
rive no Jittle aid from men who hitherto 
have acted with the democracy. Richard 
Peters, of Atlaata, oneof the wealthiest and 
most influential men in the state, open an- 
nounces that he is for Grant. He said the 
otherday: “I am for Grant, asa business 
man. I believe he can do more for the pros- 

rity of the country than any other man. 
P peltevs he is the only man who can kill 
sectionalism, and as a southerner I am for 
him, because he can do more for the south 
thay anybody else. “He iz a better man 
than he was when he was president. His 
views are larger and more liberal, and he 
can better understand us than he did_ be- 
fore. In my opinion itis the very best 
thing we cando to take him.’’ No less em- 
phatic is Luther J. Gleon, who was the 
democratic candidate for congress, from this 
district, in 1872;* Judge Lochrane, with a 
host. of Irish at his back, expresses bim- 
self. on the same line as Mr, Peters.

Tue agricultural colleges are not, we 
regret to say, doing well as aclass. The 
one in Massachusetts has just been 
merged in Amherst college, and the one 
in Maryland is about to be abandoned 
by the state. The Virginia institution is 
also waning. In the northeast such 
schools are now neither popular nor suc- 
cessful, but in the northwest there are 
two or three that are useful and progres- 
sive. In the south, where agriculture is 
the basis of all business, such schools 
should be even: more prosperous than 
those of the northwest, but such unfor- 
tunately is not the case. 


Messrs. Scrrpner & Co., the well-known 
publishers of New York, have consented 
to take charge of any funds that may be 
entrusted to them for the relief of the suf- 
ferers from famine in the upper provinces 
of Brazil. There is a great deal of suffer- 
ing in both Ireland and Silesia cn ac- 
count of a failure of crops, but the condi- 
tion of the northern provinces of Brazil 
is far the most. distressing of the three. 
The Brazilian government is doing all it 


can to relieve its people, but it cannot 


unaided save the tens of thousands in 
the province of Ceara who are on the 
verge of starvation. It is believed that 
no such frightful famine has been known 
in modern times. A half of a million of 
souls have already died from actual star- 
vation, and the world is appealed to to 
save a like number from a similar fate. 


WE published yesterday a communica- 
tion signed “Georgia” reviewing theaction 
of the railroad commissioners in fixing 


the rates for passengers and freight on the | 


various lines of railroads in our state. 
This review comes from a railroad man 
of acknowledged ability—a man who has 
carefully considered every question ap- 
pertaining to the subject, from a railroad 
cross-tie to the running of trains. He 
follows the article with another in our 
issue of to-day. We respectfully ask for 
him a careful reading of his. arguments, 
and when he gets through with his side 
of the case we may or may not have 
something to say on the subject. 

What “Georgia” has to say on this 
subject deserves the thought of every 
conservative citizen in Georgia. We 
may not agree with his conclusions, but 
we can listen to his arguments. Let us 
keep in mind on this Pere question Jef- 
ferson’s great motto, ‘ Error ceases to be 
dangerous when reason is left free to 
combat it.” c 


Spinning Mills in the South. 

The people of the south who have 
money to put into manufacturing enter- 
prises should build spinning mills. The 
south isnot rich enough to: do much 
weaving, but there is no reason why it 
should not. convert, a good part of the 
great crop into yarns. On the other 
hand there ia the best of reasons why it 
should—it will pay. At, prevailing 
prices there is nearly or quite six cents 
per pound profit over all expénses in 
spinning No. 14 yarn, or.three cents per 
spindle per day; this would give $9 per 
spindle per year, and as spinning mills 
can be built for less than $18 per spin- 
dle, no other figures are required to de- 
monstrate the statement that the spin- 
ning mills in the south bid fair to realize 
this year fifty per cent on the capital in- 
vested. Nearly all of these mills 
are running night and day, 
and every one of them 
is realizing handsome profits. These are 
facts. There is plenty of surplus money 
in the south with which to establish 
spinning mills, and where there is not 
an available water power, there is an 
abundance of cheap fuel—not coal, but 
wood. We do not refer now to mam- 
moth mills, but to little neighborhood 
spinning mills. These mills should be 
larze enough to turn the cotton of the 
neighborhood into yarns, thereby leaving. 
two profits in the country that orodudll 
the staple—that of the producer, and that 
of thespinner, besides giving employment 
to a class that sorely needs it.;. Nor is this 
all. The establishment of spinning mills 
leads to the establishment of weaving- 
pa: a8 soon as the necessary capital 
= co ee are accumulated. The

This lack of confidence among railroad 
managers will also explain, to some ex- 
tent, the rumor embodied in our special 
telegram from New York last Tuesday to 
the effect that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville interest had determined to build the 
Georgia Western. Back of all this is the 
wholesome and well-founded distrust of 


| Mr. Wadley and the Central railroad in- 


terests that the powerful corporations 
would allow such a combina- 
tion as that of the Louisyille 
and Nashville to stand in their way. In- 
deed, there had been serious intimations 
that the Pennsylvania railroad was en- 
gaged in an effort to secure control of 
the combination Mr. Newcomb had 
succeded in -forming, and Mr. Wadley 
well knew that the same power and in- 
fluence which undone the Cole combi- 
nation could undo another, and he 
knew moreover that the Louisville and 
Nashville interest could not survive save 
in the midst of great temptations and 
after a severe struggle with the cor- 
porations of the north and east. Those 
who have any knowledge of the extent, 
influence and arrogance of these corpora- 
tions can form a fair idea of the fight 
they were prepared to make against the 
southern combination. The Louisville 
and Nashville had knowledge of these 
things, and no doubt it has calculated all 
the odds. The Central also 
had knowledge of these things and was 
probably confident that the Louisville 
and Nashville would be able to carry on 
the war successfully and at the same time 
resist temptations; but Mr. Wadley is in 
the habit of fortifying himself. It is not 
a peculiar habit, but itis sometimes an 
aggressive one, and it is sometimes mis- 
understood. : 

We were not surprised, therefore, 
when our New York correspondent tele- 
graphed us that the Central railroad, 
through Mr. Moses Taylor, had quietly 
fortified itself by purchasing a controll- 
ing interest in the State road lease. Nor 
are we surprised to learn that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville interest are disposed 
to regard the purchase asin some sort 
an aggressive movement. The purchase 
of the lease shares by the Central inter- 
est may be the resultofsome other move- 
ment not yet announced or not yet com- 
pleted; but it would seem from the tenor 
of Tuesday’s dispatch that the old fight 
for the control of freights to Atlanta, 
which is the key to the railroad system 
of the south, is about to be vigorously re- 
newed. Ifit should result in the build- 
ing of the Georgia Western, as is inti- 
mated, certainly Atlanta will have no 
reason to complain. _ 

Aids to Centralization. 

Since the promulgation of the decision 
of the supreme court, to the effect that 
the federal government has the right to 
step in and punish violations of state 
laws, has aroused neither thoughttul nor 
intelligent protest at the north, it is safe 
to assume that any other step in the di- 
rection of consolidation would meet with 
a similar reception from a people too pro- 
foundly interested in their business af- 
fairs to even feign an interest in political 
matters. To these people, politics cul- 
minate in an opportunity to vote which 
embodies another opportunity for giving 
force and effect, not to their views of 
government, but to their personal predi- 
lections and prejudices. The union 
which they fought successfully to main- 
tain and which they perhaps earnestly 
desire to perpetuate is a union not for 
political but for commercial purposes. 
So far as they are concerned, government 
is a matter of business and not a method 
of statesmanship. If our future histo- 
rian has about him any of the percep- 
tions of a critic, he will dwell—perhaps 
not without some degree of asperity— 
upon those qualities of a great commer- 
ciat section which are admirable in every- 
thing save their effects. At the same 
time, the critical historian cannot fail to 
perceive that the radical defect of oursys- 
tem of government is that it fails to make 
any provision against the growth of 
corporations and thé tendency of all large 
commercial interests to consolidation. 
Nor have our statesmen, who, on the 
bench and in the forum, have been inter- 
preting and expounding the constitution, 
ever given this question any serious at- 
tention. Perhaps, after all, it is a matter 
altogether beyond the domain of the 
merely professional statesmanship which 
is one of the most disheartening features 
ol our politics. Nevertheless, the solid 
and stubborn—if not suggestive—fact re- 
mains that the real or supposed necessi- 
ties of business, the demands of com- 
merce, and the enlargement of our com- 
mercial interests have practically pre- 
pared the way for political centralization. 
The restless way in which our rai‘road | 
managers (to particularize) are seeking to 
bring about consolidation, hasits parallel 
in those whose purpose it is to central- 
ize uhe powers of the government; and the 
parallel holds good if we inquire as to the 
effect of both movements upon the rights 
of the people. 

The truth is, the efforts to secure the 
consolidation of large business and cor- 
poration interests has so familiarized the 
public mind with the gradual enlarge- 
ment and aggregation of capital, that 
the people are not by any 
means prepared to resent the en- 
croachments of the federal govern. 
ment, or to make any serious protests 
against the gradual extinctions of those 
peculiar rights of individuals and com- 


munities'‘which really make the boun- {| 
dary lines of the states, This commer- | 


cial view of matters which afflicts the 
public opinion of the north is really the 


responsible element; but it is impossible | 


to conceive how its responsibility could 
‘have been foreseen, or, if foreseen, how 
guarded against.

The people éf the horth are too busy 
with their commercial affairs to re- 
flect over these things, and the people 
of the south are powerless to pro- 
mote reforms in any. direction. The 
most they can do is to amuse themselves 
by watching the people of a powerful 
section engaged in higgling over the price 
of a bolt of cloth or rushing-wildly upand 
down Wall street while their liberties are 
slipping away from them; or, to behold 
them, in a distempered mood, gladly sac- 
rificing their own rights in order that the 
south shall have none, With a more lib- 
erally endowed political education—in- 
volving a clear understanding of our sys- 
tem of government—what a noble inheri- 
tance of wisdom and patriotism the peo- 
ple of the north could leave to the future! 
But it is to be feared they will live in his- 
tory merely as wonderful examples of 
commercial development. Meanwhile, 
the close observer must admit that the 
protests against consolidation and central- 
ization in every quarter lack the vitality 
of passionate conviction; and the author 
of the new Jeremiad mnst preface his 
epic -with the announcement that our 
business interests have undone us.

Now, I don’t know why this woman Lock- 
wood pursues me in the way she does, un- 
less it is because I opposed her bill whefi it 
was before the senate. I not only voted 
against it, but refused to see her on several 
occasions when she sent her card to me, and 
one day when I was passing through the 
corridor or lobby she undertook to stop me 
to talk about her bill. I refused to stop 
or to hold any conversation with her, 
and I did hear about that time that 
she owas threatening to get even 
with all the senators who opposed the bill. 
This, I suppose, is her grudge against me. 
In that very letter she admits, in effect, 
that she has failed to. substantiate her first 
attempt against me, and therefore she 
makes new allegations.” 

This is his story in substance. Some of 
his friends, hewever, think that it should 
not stop at this; that he should haul Mrs. 
Lockwood before,the courts.and make her 
substantiate her Gharge. There are persons 
employed in ‘several of the departments 
who had their recomifhendation signed by 
Senator Hill; bat it cannot be learned that 
he Las used his influence to get three mem- 
bers of one family into government places, 
Postmaster General ae says that it is not 
true, as ch by Mrs. Leckwood, that 
Ben Hill got a man ope in bis depart- 
ment. Mr, Key says Hill never has secured 
the appointment of a single.person in the 
postotiice department, nor has he of late 
years made an effort todo so. He léarited 
from other sources, however, that the per- 
son referred to by Mrs. Lock wood em- 
ployed in the post-office department, but 
1 Ben Hill had nothing to do with his ap- 
pointment, There are many circumstances 
which seem to sustain Mrs. Lockwood in 
her charges, and Hill can hardly avoid 
giving more attention to them. Hill also 
denies that he has ever had a page ap- 
pointed in the senate,and brings the certifi- 
cate of the sergeant-at arms to corroborate 
his statement. But it is, nevertheless, a fact 
that a brother of the girl Hill is charged 
with seducing is a page in the senate. 
Richard T. Merrick, a member of the 
Washington bar, will appear as counsel for 
Senator Hill in the Raymond suit and all 
other suits arising out of that matter.

the state, and that he would Jet him have 
it if Mr. Goldsmith would credit his account 
with it. Goldsmith promised to do it, and 
the money was paid to him, and they"say 
Hoyle, since that time, has been unable to 
get anything from Goldsmith on the 
amount. His friends claim that he owes 
Hoyle more than that amount. How this 
is we are unable to say. 

Mr. W. A. Brown says that Mr. Hoyle did 
not own an interest in Ben Hill and Round 
Dance, the race horses. We haye the as- 
surance of a man who has the writings that 
he does own a fourth interest in both. The 
man who held the papers yesterday remark- 


‘ed that he would probably show some 


other investments that Hoyle had made in 
the city that would help to redeem his in- 
debtedness, 

It is thought here that Mr. Hoyle went to 
Cincinnati to get the money from his gam- 


he bas had time to p° there and return. If 
this was his original intention it is to be 
presumed that his house in Cincinnati has 
gone back on him, as did some of his tnter- 
prises of a similar character in Georgia. 
The fact that his family have been un- 
able to locate him and that no one knows 
where he is, gives force tothe suspicion that 
he has left for parts unknown, 

We would naturally oe the last to ac- 
knowledge this. We knew Hoyle as 
a gallant soldier in the war, as a 
man who stood firm when it 
tried men to be firm. We saw him shot 
down as a boy at Manassas, and again we 
saw him when his life was not worth a 
penny, fighting like a man. Since then 
we have been with him in political catm- 
paigns, when the tintid and cautious men 
were at home. He was a noble-hearted 
fellow; he had no guile in his heart. He 
was impulsive, brave and generous. Ue 
has, if he does not rectify it, done a great 
wrong to his county in this last act. We 
have not a word Of apology forit. He was 
entrusted with an ‘important office by a 
large majority of the voters of his county. 


| He has betrayed the trust, and so far as this 


act is concerned, it matters not whether his 
default is one or twenty thousand, it ig all 
the same to his friends.

The only issues 
made are between complainant and defend- 
ant, Greer, the administrator of Mrs. Wil- 
liams, making none whatever. The bill of 
complainant and answer in the nature of a 
crossbill of defendant, make the only issues, 
‘The bill asserts a parol contract for the sale 
of the land by defendant to complain- 
ant; the answer denies it flatly, and 
avers that complainant is in possession 
of defendaht’s land wrongfully, and with- 
out the slightest title or agreement to make 
titles of avy sort to complainant, and prays 
a decree for a writ of possession, allegin 
that defendant did agree to convey the lan 
to Mrs. Williams, conrplainant’s mother and 
defendant’s mothe-in-law, when she paid 
him certain sums, which she had not paid, 
except the $100, and that this sum of $100 
cid not.even pay. the yalue- of the-rent of 
the land which: defendant allowed her to 
occupy ’til her death, ‘Thege issues are all 
that the pleadings niake, the verdict for de- 
fendant covers these fully, and the decree 
thereonfis right.

Collier vs. Leonard. Illegality and motion 
to set aside judgment, from Sumter. 
JACKSON J. 

In the 59th Ga, 497, this case is reported 
when here before, and the surety’s ground 
for the motion toset aside the judgment 
and alsoin his aftidayit of illegality, both 
of which cases were consolidated and tried 
together, wus held sufficient in law, on de- 
murrer thereto, todischarge him,if on the 
trial be made that ground good zs proof, 
The ground was that the plaintiff failed to 
enter up a judgtiient against the estate of 
the principal debtor which was then solvent 
the administrators being sued in the same 
action with this surety, and that the estate 
became insolvent before the efror was. cor- 
rected, and the surety’s risk was increased, 
he was damaged and thereby released. On 
the trial, the jury discharged the surety 
finding the issue in his favor;a motion was 
made for a new trial on various grounds; 
the judge sustained it on account of newly 
discovered testimony, as be certified in the 
bill of exceptions, though the record shows 
a general judgment granting the new trial 
without specifying any particular ground, 

The ground in respect to newly discover- 
ed testimony is predicted upon a deed dis- 
covered on record since the trial tending to 
show from it’s date that the property re- 
liedon by the surety as belongingto the 
estate had been administered long before 
the date when the judgment againt the 
lands and tenements, and goods and chat- 
tels of the intestate should have been en- 


Our construction of the law is, that-there 
is no necessity for any action of the judge, 
except where the rights of the opposite 
party are to be affected by the negli-

The Mayor and City Council of Americus 
vs. EK. J. Eldridge. Injunction, from 
Sumter. 


CRAWFORD J. 
The controversy in this suit arose out of 
the size and location of a sewer by the 


aylor with Lee street, and which was im- 
mediately in front of the residenge of the 
defendant in error. His allegations were, 
that the diameter of the sewer was only 
two feet, whilst it should be three to carry 
off the water in the heayiest rains, That 
this want of size will at such times cause 
the water to run over the side walk into his 
yard, cellar and back lot, and that this 
flooding of his premises, especially under 
his house, would be very likely to produce 
sickness, besides otherwise damaging his 
lot by washing off the soil. That when he 
inproved his lot he, by the consent of the 
then gity council, turned the water slightly 
and carried it into a ditch in which it has 
passed ever since. That the cost to the city 
would only be the difference between a two 
and a three footsewer for the distance of 
some ten or twelve feet. 

Upon these allegations he prayed an in- 
junction against the city council to restrain 
it from putting in thiss@wer across and up- 
derneath the sidewalk. 

In obedience to anorder ni si, the defend- 
ant appeared, and as its showing against the 
granting of theinjunction, filed objections 
in the nature of a demurrer, which were: 

1, That the city had power under its 
charter to open streets, construct sidewalks 
and sewers. 

2. That the city council was not liable to 
an action for failing to provide sewerage, 
nor for the deflection or the size thereof. 

3. That there was no equity in the bill, 

The chancellor declining to pass upon the 
bill, and the objections alone, heard the an- 
swer and the affidavits, and thereupon 
granted the injunction, to which the de- 
fendants excepied. 

There are but two questions involved in 
this case. The first 1s, whether the city 
council, under the power “‘to open and lay 
out streets for the good of the city, to direct 
and have sidewalks kept in order and to 
levy a street tax,’’ for working the same, is 
authorized to put in a sewer to conduct tne 
surface water along its streets instead of al- 
lowing it to pass in an open ditch.

He may not be any 
better tham Hoyle, who was the most pop- 
ular man before the people at the last elec- 
tion for tax-collector, and we may have in 
the future a repetition of what is*how be- 
fore us. Now is the time for our citizens to 
consider well the reforms necessafy to be 
made in this matter. Don't leave it until 
the heat of the campaign—until you fear 
to take sides with your neighbor, who may 
be a gambler, an independent or a republi- 
can. These are vital questions, and we 
have but one wor of warning to 
give. Don’t take a man who holds your 
money that gambles, that drinks, and that 
owns race horses. We may be charged with 
locking the stable-dvor of the horse that 
has been stolen, but the warning is in time, 
if it is heeded, and we give it for what it is 
worth.
